Patient Safety 


The Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion is continuing to 
strengthen its patient safety 
efforts with a strategic Re¬ 
gion-wide safety initiative. 
The initiative demonstrates 
the Region’s commitment to 
ensure that patient safety is 
a priority at all levels of the 
organization and in all ar¬ 
eas of care. 

The Region has developed 
four new safety policies that 
are designed to support a 
continuous process of iden¬ 
tifying safety hazards, mak¬ 
ing system improvements to 
reduce risk to patients, and 
evaluating the impact of 
these efforts. The four safety 
policies include: reporting 
safety hazards and harm, 
disclosing harm to patients, 
informing the public and 
other stakeholders about 
safety issues, and fostering 
a culture of safety that is 
just and trusting. A consul¬ 
tation process is currently 
underway to obtain feedback 
from internal and external 
stakeholders prior to final¬ 
izing the policies. The Re¬ 
gion’s safety framework sup¬ 
ports openness, transpar¬ 
ency, and accountability. 

Work continues on imple¬ 
menting the recommenda¬ 
tions from the safety re¬ 
views that were completed 
last year. These reviews 
helped the Region re-exam¬ 
ine its safety practices and 
procedures. In total, 121 
unique recommendations 
were generated from these 
reports. The Region has 
committed to implementing 
each of them. 

Actions that have been 
taken to date, include: 

• Appointing a Vice 
President of Quality and 
Safety who is accountable 
for patient safety through¬ 
out the organization; 

• Establishing a Re¬ 
gional Clinical Safety Com¬ 
mittee to review, assess, and 
make system improvements 
to patient safety across the 
Region; and 

• Providing funds to 
support system improve¬ 
ments and safety training. 

The Region’s work under¬ 
taken in the past year along 
with its ongoing commit¬ 
ment to patient safety, will 
enable the Calgary Health 
Region to continue to pro¬ 
vide quality care in the saf¬ 
est possible environment. 

Survey results demon¬ 
strate overall nurse job sat¬ 
isfaction. 

A 2004 survey of nurses 
in the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion shows an overall in¬ 
crease in job satisfaction. 

The purpose of the Nurs¬ 
ing Worklife Satisfaction 
Survey is to identify how 


nurses feel about their 
worklife, determine areas 
for improvement, and meas¬ 
ure changes over time. Pre¬ 
vious surveys were con¬ 
ducted in 1997, 2000 and 
2002. 

Highlights: 

• 88% of registered 
nurses (RNs) and 87% of li¬ 
censed practical nurses 
(LPNs) state most people in 
their area of work appreci¬ 
ate the importance of nurs¬ 
ing care to patients 

• 75% of RNs state there 
is a lot of teamwork between 
nurses and doctors, an in¬ 
crease of 5% from 2002 

• 88% of RNs and 92% 
of LPNs state patients and 
clients are cared for in a 
safe manner 

• 59% of RNs would still 
go into nursing if they had 
the decision to make again, 
a 10% increase from 1997 

Areas for improvement 
include stress management, 
workload and input into 
policies and procedures. Al¬ 
though there was a slight 
decrease in the number of 
nurses who state job stress 
negatively impacts their 
well-being, the Calgary 
Health Region will address 
this area through ongoing 
workload and recruitment 
initiatives. The Region will 
also continue its efforts to 
involve nurses in decision¬ 
making and policy develop¬ 
ment. 

The survey is a collabo¬ 
rative effort involving 
nurses, nursing unions and 
management. Participation 
in the survey was high with 
over 53% of the 2000 ran¬ 
domly selected Registered 
Nurses and Registered Psy¬ 
chiatric Nurses responding. 
More than 400 licensed prac¬ 
tical nurses were surveyed, 
with a 48% response rate. 

CT Scanners in High 
River and Canmore 

The first rural CT scan¬ 
ners in the Calgary Health 
Region are now operational 
in High River and Canmore. 
This technology allows resi¬ 
dents to get the care they 
need in their communities, 
and saves them from having 
to drive to Calgary. 

A CT Scan is a diagnostic 
tool that uses special x-ray 
equipment to obtain images 
from different angles around 
the body, and then uses this 
information to produce a 
cross-section of body tissues 
and organs. This equipment 
will positively impact pa¬ 
tients by leading to earlier 
diagnosis, fewer surgical 
procedures and less discom¬ 
fort.

Notice is given that the Special Areas Board filed an application under the provisions of the Water Act 
to divert up to 76,500 cubic decameters of water annually at a maximum rate of 7.08 cubic meters per 
second from the Red Deer River at SSW 15-38-22-4 for multi-purpose use in the County of Stettler, 
County of Paintearth and Special Areas 2, 3 and 4. Water users will be located in the Red Deer River 
Basin, the closed Sounding Creek Basin and the Battle River Basin. Sounding Creek does not 
contribute to flows in the Battle River or North Saskatchewan River. Transfer to the Battle River Basin 
would be a supply for a treated domestic water supply line. 

The purpose of this diversion is for multi-purpose use, including stockwater, domestic, municipal, 
industry, irrigation and waterfowl conservation. Section 47 of the Water Act requires that a Special 
Act of the Legislature be passed to allow for an interbasin transfer of water. The Special Act may only 
be passed following public consultation.

sometime between 1920 
and 1940, the running 
gear on it could be 70 
years old.” 

Fischer had the run¬ 
ning gear from the 
wagon at his place and 
was using it as a lawn 
ornament. 

“I had it in memory 
of my dad, then Roley 
contacted me and told 
me what he was 
putting together, I 
thought it was a great 
idea,” said Fischer. “I 
am going to take it 
home and touch up 
some paint on it 
though.” 

Global news ran a 
clip from the display 
around Canada and 
now the Scroubs are 
getting reservations 
from all over. 

“The exposure it is 
getting is just wonder¬ 
ful,” said Scroub.

Every spring Roley 
Scroub and his wife 
Phyllis leave Didsbury 
and head off to 
Beiseker to manage the 
campground, and this 
year they are especially 
excited because they 
have put together a col¬ 
lection unlike any 
other in North 
America. 

If you are looking 
for a road trip, take the 
hour drive and go visit 
the Scroubs and view 
first hand a collection 
of chuckwagons, all 
driven by famous driv¬ 
ers filled with history 
and stories. 

“We have ten 
chuckwagons right 
now,” said Scroub.

It has 
been going great, we 
have had a full house 
for the past three 
weekends. We even 
have a couple coming 
from Windsor, On¬ 
tario.” 

It took the couple 
two years to put the 
collection together, and 
they will have them for 
the next two years. 

“It cost us over 
$3000 in fuel to get 
them all here,” said 
Scroub. “It was many 
hours of work and then 
many more to repaint 
them all.” 

The collection in¬ 
cludes the chuckwagon 
Richard Cosgrave was 
killed in, which is 60 
years old. 

“That one came to 
us in nine different 
pieces, we had to put it 
all together,” said 
Scroub. 

Another 
chuckwagon on display 
is 67 years old. Phil 
Polluck, who used to 
live just west of 
Didsbury, drove it. 

In Australia 

chuckwagon races are 
very popular and for 
five years in a row Phil 
MacGillivray won top 
prizes in the races, and 
the wagon he won in 
all five times is also in 
the collection the 
Scroubs have put to¬ 
gether. The wagon 
Buddy Bensmiller won 
Calgary with a couple 
years ago when he beat 
out Kelly Sutherland is 
another wagon in the 
collection. 

Gary Fischer lives 
just west of Didsbury, 
and he was happy to 
hear the original 
chuckwagon his father 
Rupert drove would be 
included in this display.

Summer Safety is for Everyone 


Summer is almost hen* and we 
want to make it a safe one for eve¬ 
ryone. In Canada, the four 
favorite pastimes for children dur¬ 
ing the summer are bicycling, 
swimming, playing in the play¬ 
ground and walking. But all of 
these have the potential to cause 
injuries. Here are some tips to keep 
you and your family safe thus sum¬ 
mer. 

Wear a hike helmet when you 
are riding your hike. It is the law 
for anyone under 18 years of age! 
But really - everyone should wear 
a hike helmet when riding their 
bikes. Make sure that the helmet 
is in good condition and fits prop¬ 
erly. Bike helmets are proven to 
reduce head or brain injury by 70 


- 85 percent. In Canada, head in¬ 
juries art' the cause of 80 percent 
of child cycling deaths. Also, it is 
important to remember that while 
many children will have the physi¬ 
cal coordination to ride a bicycle 
at five or six years of age, their 
skills to judge traffic safety develop 
much later - between 10 and 14 
years of age. 

Swimming is a great way to 
keep cool and fit in the summer 
time. Children are usually 
developmentally ready to start 
swimming lessons around four 
years of age. But at this ;ige, they 


are not ready to swim alone or 
know survival skills. Children 
should never be left alone in or 
around water, even if they are 
wearing floatation devices or life 
jackets. Stay within an arms reach 
of your child while they are swim¬ 
ming. Statistics show that in 
Canada, about 32 children will 
drown this summer and another 
83 will be hospitalized for near 
drowning. Lifejackets, swimming 
lessons and supervision are all 
necessary to help keep your child 
safe mound water this summer. 

Outdoor playgrounds are an¬ 


other great place for children to 
play. To keep your child safe, please 
teach your children about play¬ 
ground safety. Most serious inju¬ 
ries happen when children fall 
from high equipment onto hard 
surface. Drawstrings on children’s 
clothing can also be dangerous if 
the string became caught on the 
equipment. Use playgrounds that 
have deep, soft surface (wood 
chips, sand, pea gravel or rubber 
material). Remove drawstrings 
from your child’s clothing. Watch 
your child all the time and teach 
safety rules, such as going “one 


at a time” on stairs and slides. 

Teach your child how to cross 
the street saiely. Usually, children 
under age 9, cannot make good 
decisions about traffic. To make 
quick and safe decisions about 
things happening around them, 
children need to be able to judge 
distances and speed. If your child 
is under 9yeare of age, they should 
cross the street with an adult or 
older responsible child. Take 
walks with your child and teach 
them about traffic safety. 

We want you and your family 
to have fun this summer and keep 
safe.

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QUESTION: My oldest son is approaching the age 
where we had previously agreed to allow him to date. The 
more I think about it, though, the more the whole idea 
concerns me. It seems that even in the best of dating situ¬ 
ations, the negatives exceed the positives. 1 can't help but 
feel that I'm setting my son up for failure. Several of my 
friends have adopted the concept of "courtship" rather than 
dating. Could you please explain this idea to me, and sug¬ 
gest which of the two arrangements you favor? 

DR. DOBSON: Simply put, the "courtship" concept is 
a reaction to the dating model that is thought by many to 
be unhealthy. Dating couples go through a series of short¬ 
term and often unsatisfying relationships over a period of 
five or 10 years or longer. As such, they are being taught 
to flit from one relationship to another like a honeybee 
buzzing from flower to flower. Wouldn't they be more in¬ 
clined later to bail out on a marriage partner when bored 
or frustrated? Dating also encourages sexual famili¬ 
arity and experimentation. It isn't difficult to understand 
why an increasing number of parents feel this traditional 
model undermines commitment, exclusivity and perma¬ 
nence in marriage. 

The courtship model, by contrast, seeks to postpone 
emotional and physical entanglements until they occur 
with the probable husband or wife. The family is very sup¬ 
portive in helping to choose that special individual for a 
serious courtship when the time is right. Until then, rela¬ 
tionships between the sexes are limited to group situa¬ 
tions in carefully controlled settings. Physical intimacy 
for the sake of titillation and experimentation is consid¬ 
ered to be most inappropriate. It is the ultimate in "saving 
oneself for the man or woman with whom a lifetime will 
be spent. 

Many parents, and undoubtedly the majority of teenag¬ 
ers, would consider the courtship model to be extreme and 
terribly restrictive. Not every teenager would tolerate it. I 
believe it is a good idea in those settings where both gen¬ 
erations are committed to it and are willing to work to¬ 
gether to make it successful. Courtship is not recommended 
in cases of adolescent rebellion or where there is great 
resistance to the idea. Whether or not to take this ap¬ 
proach, therefore, is a matter for individual families to 
determine. 

QUESTION: We hear so much about mothers being 
depressed and unable to accept the empty nest when the 
kids leave home. In our family, however, it was Dad who 
took it hard. He went into a tailspin for more than a month. 
Is this unusual? 

DR. DOBSON: No, it happens very commonly. In a 
recent study, 189 parents of college freshmen were asked 
to report their feelings when their son or daughter left 
home. Surprisingly, the fathers took it harder than the 
mothers. 

That resistance to the empty nest was the theme of the 
movie "Father of the Bride," which was a hilarious and 
touching tribute to the love of a father for his daughter. 
When George, the dad, sat across from his daughter at the 
dinner table and learned that she was engaged, he took 
the news hard. He couldn't believe what he was hearing. 
He had to clear his vision when he saw his daughter as a 
baby girl, and then as a 10-year-old tomboy, and finally as 
a beautiful young woman of 18. His little girl had grown 
up so quickly and now she was leaving home. He would 
never again be the main man in the life of his precious 
daughter, and there was grieving to be done. 

Why do men sometimes take the empty nest so hard? 
One of the chief explanations is regret. They have been so 
busy working hard that they let the years slip by almost 
unnoticed. Then suddenly they realize it is too late to build 
a relationship with the child who is leaving home forever. 

For those of you who still have children or teenagers at 
home, take a moment regularly to enjoy your remaining 
time together. Those days will be gone in the blink of an 
eye.
